T h e S ta te H o a rd of T r a d e D e c id e s to A p­ 
p o in t a G e n e r a l M a n a g er. 
S a n F r a n c isc o , September 21st.—[Spe­ 
cial.]—The Executive Committee of the 
State Hoard of Trade met to-day in its new 
quarters, No. 12 Second street. Among 
these present were W. H. Mills, of San 
Francisco ; A. T. Hatch, of Solano county; 
and H. W . Byington, of Sonoma. Mr. 
_ Mills wished to know w hat amount of 
i monthly income the State Board expected 
’ to obtain. 
President Hatch stated that it was hoped 
that in time there would be at least thirty 
County Boards represented, and that the 
income from their dues would be $750. It 
was expected tlmt the other $750 necessary 
for carrying on the work could be raised by 
private subscription, largely 
from San 
Francisco. 
Mr. Mills said that the Central Pacilic 
Company had once agreed with the State 
Im migration Union and other kindred or­ 
ganizations that for every $2 it could raise 
by private subscription thecom pany would 
aild $1. In this way, when the Im migra­ 
tion Union would collect $2,000, then the 
railroad company would add $1,000 more 
to it. But the railroad found, from long 
experience, that it was not deriving the 
benefit it anticipated. The Immigration 
Union found that it could make more from 
private individuals in the way of commis­ 
sions iur locating settlers on their lands 
than it could from the railroad. The ne­ 
gotiations were therefore broken off. Tiie 
Immigration Union accepted about $3,500 
froth Sacramento county, hut used most of 
the funds for the development of San Luis 
Obispo county. 
Mr. Hatch wanted to know—now that the 
State Board of Trade was firmly organized 
in the interest of no particular part of the 
State, hut of the State as a whole—whether 
or not theJJentral Pacific could he induced 
to help the Board. 
Mr. Mills, who is the Central Pacific 
Land Agent, replied that he thought some 
help might be derived from the company 
if the Board meant business. 
He thought 
the best thing it could do would he to get a 
General Manager who was enthusiastic and 
who would accept the position, not as a 
temporary expediency, but as a permanent 
responsibility. 
Me would, therefore, intro­ 
duce the following resolution : 
ResOlViil, Tlrnt th is E xecutive V -m inittee ap- 
pout* a g en eral ex ecu tiv e officer, w hose d u ties 
sh all be to h av e general c h arg e of th e ex ecu ­ 
tiv e duties devolving o n th is com m ittee d u rin g 
tiie recesse* o f its m eetin g s : to hold office d u r­ 
ing th e pleasure o f th is oouunittee, an d th a t lie 
sh all be styled th e G eneral M anager o f th e State 
B oard o f T rad e, a n d sh all receive a salary ol 
$ 
p er m o n th ; th a t th e G eneral M anager so 
appo in ted sh all, u n d e r th e d irectio n an d by the 
a u th o rity o f th is com m ittee, collect funds for 
th e g en eral purposes of th e .Slate B oard o f 
T rade. 
The resolution was unanim ously carried,, 
and on motion of Mr. Byington, that a 
committee be appointed for selecting a 
General 
Manager, the Chair appointed 
Messrs. Byington, Mills and Morrissey. 
Chairman Hatch was afterward added to 
j the committee. 
By a subsequent motion this committee 
was empowered to employ a General Mana­ 
ger. In the discussion which took ¡-lace 
during the meeting as to the qualifications 
for a General Manager, Mr. Mills said that 
what the Board wanted •was a reliable, en­ 
ergetic manager, who would not exaggerate 
but who understood about the prices and 
products of land; who could give a settler 
valuable advice, and who would not be 
prejudiced in favor of some portions of the 
¡state over others. 
These views were indorsed by the mem­ 
bers present. 
The Executive Committee 
adjourned until Wednesday, at 1 p. m .

It is reported here that several drillers 
were burned to death, but it is impossible 
to confirm the report. 
W hen the well known as Parker, No. 1, 
caught fire from an explosion, the flames 
made a terrible, roaring sound, and the 
burning oil was scattered far and near.

P. H untington testified that 
lie had been a busy man for fifty years, and 
could not recall any of the details covering 
the payments for certain 
expenses at 
Washington. 
H e

say 
anything 
about 
these 
expenses, 
except 
that 
they 
were 
proper, 
le­ 
gally and morally. ’ Between the year 1872 
and the present time there have been many 
times when matters of importance have 
come up in Congress concerning the Pa 
cific railways. I have spent a good many 
nights with our W ashington attorneys ex­ 
plaining to them what I thought was for 
the interests of the road, and they attended 
to the remainder of the work and secured 
suitable men to carry it out. Many of the 
men so selected to explain to Congressmen 
were outside of the railroad company. We 
simply secured good men to explain to 
new Congressmen what was for the public 
good. I did a good deal more for the public 
good than 1 would do again. We had 
to get 
good 
men 
who 
cculd 
talk 
to such 
Congressmen, and to whom 
they 
would 
listen. 
A 
wise, 
good 
constituent would be better to talk to a 
Congressman than an alien. I know that 
sometimes I would talk to members, but 
they would not talk to me. W e bad to do 
everything possible to build this road. 
If 
this Commission only knew how many 
nights I have laid awake trying to devise 
ways and means to carry out this road, 
they would know at once that I would not 
go through with it again. 
Concerning the Coiton letters, H unting­ 
ton testified that they were stolen from his 
office between a Saturday and Monday. I 
have had the letters offered to me several 
times since for a price, hut I would not buy 
them. There was nothing in them that 
was wrong, unless it was the spelling. I 
know, in a general way, what the letters 
contained. 
I remember the Colton case, 
brought in California. 
It was an impor­ 
tant suit. 
H untington would not positively identify 
a letter, a copy of which was shown him, 
as one that be bad written. 
It might be 
one of mine, and it might not. 
1 would 
not like to swear either way. 
The Commission inquired concerning 
the meaning of phrases in the letters which 
were produced, and Huntington explained. 
He said that he had never witten a letter 
which he would be ashamed to see pub­ 
lished. the grammar and spelling excepted. 
H e said: “ I quit going to school when I 
was 12 years old. I have picked up such 
language as I couid, and I use it to express 
just what I mean, 
I never bought up a 
vote in my fife 
I presume that among 400 
Congressmen some might be venal, 
eigh­ 
teen hundred years ago the best man that 
ever lived selected twelve men, but even 
then 10 2-3 per cent of them proved of 
light weight.” 
He did not belive that he ever wrote the 
following; “ 1 believe that with $200,000 
we could pass our bill, but I take it that 
it is not worth that much to us."

believed that the letters were garbled. If I 
wrote that sentence I would be willing to 
have it published, for 1 think that with 
that $200.000 I could send men to YVashing- 
ton to confer with and explain things. 
Commissioner Anderson asked if H unt­ 
ington had any objection to discontinuing 
a suit at San Francisco by which the orig­ 
ina! letters are held there under injunction, 
so that the originals might be brought 
here. 
W itness said that lie would have to con­ 
sult with his associates on that point, as 
they were as much interested in that suit 
as himself. 
YVitness said it was lively times for the 
Central Pacific while Tom Scott’s project 
was before Congress. 
Witness wrote a 
great many letters to D. D. Colton at this 
time. He understood these letters had 
heen stolen from a safe in San Francisco. 
Four agents of Colton’s adm inistratrix had 
tried to sell them to witness, but he de­ 
clined to buy. 
Witness began to get angry at the sugges­ 
tions in Anderson s interrogatories con­ 
cerning expressions in the Colton letters, 
that there was something venal in their 
language, and he proceeded to make an 
impassioned speech. 
He said : “A lot of

Kempster has been selling oleomargarine 
at bis stand for the past six months, and 
claims that as he displays conspicuous 
signs informing customers that he sells 
nothing but oleomargarine, and that the 
material is manufactured wihout the use 
of any coloring matter, be does not violate 
the law of the United State». He holds 
that as long as he complies witlf the pro­ 
visions ol the law requiring every package 
to be marked he cannot be interfered with. 
He is said to be a figurehead put up by the 
oleomargarine-makers, who will endeavor 
to make this a test case. They claim that 
the law merely prohibits the manufacture 
of an artificia! coloring of any substance 
in imitation of butter, and that the mate­ 
rial they now make and sell is not artifi­ 
cially colored, nor made in imitation of 
anything, but is made and sold as oleomar­ 
garine; that no law prohibits this, and 
if there were such a law it would be uncon­ 
stitutional.

comfortable and almost as convenient; with 
tables chairs and crockery, carpets and 
curtains, beds with sheets and blankets on 
real bedsteads, a stove and its full outfit of 
cooking utensils, wherefrom 
meals are 
served in the regular ways of civilization. 
And ho, living in nearly the same fashion 
of his ordinary life, except that he wears a 
flannel shirt and a slouch hat, and perhaps 
fishes a little, and loafs more than is his 
ordinary custom, our “ camper ” imagines 
th at he is getting quite close to the prim i­ 
tive ways of hunters and trappers; that he 
is living their life with nothing lacking 
but the rough edges which he has inge­ 
niously smoothed away. 
But he is mis­ 
taken. 
In ridding him self of some of its 
discomforts, he has lost a great deal of the 
beat of real camp life; the spice of small 
adventure, 
and 
the 
woodsy 
flavor 
that 
its 
half-hardships 
and 
make­ 
shift 
appliances 
give 
it. 
If 
one 
sleeps a little cold under one blanket 
on his bed of evergreen twigs, though He 
does not take cold, he realizes in some de­ 
gree the discomfort of Boone's bivouac 
when he cuddled beside his hounds to keep 
from freezing—and feels slightly heroic. 
H is slumbers are seasoned with dreams of 
the wild woods, as the balsamic perfume of 
his couch steals into his nostrils; his com­ 
panion’s snores invade his drowsy senses as 
the growl of bears, and the thunderous 
whir of grouse bursting out of untrodden 
thickets. 
W hen he awakes in the gray of 
early morning he finds that the few hours 
of sleep have wrought a miracle of rest, 
and he finds himself nearer to nature when 
he washes his face in the brook, than when 
he rinses off his sleepiness in bowl or basin. 
The water of the spring is colder and has a 
finer llavor when he drinks it from a birch- 
bark cup of his own making. Tea made 
in a frying-pan has an aroma never known 
to such poor mortals as brew their tea in a 
teapot, and no mill ever ground such cof­ 
fee as that which is tied up in a rag and 
pounded with a stone or hatchet-head. 
A 
sharpened stick for a fork gives a zest to 
the hit of pork “frizzled” on as rude a spit 
and plattered on a clean chip or bit of 
bark, and no fish was ever more toothsome 
than when broiled on a gridiron improvised 
of green wands, or roasted Indian fashion, 
in a cleft stick. 
W hat can make amends for the loss of 
the camp-fire, with innumerable pictures 
glowing and shifting in its heart and eon- 
jnring strange shapes out of the gloom, 
and suggesting unseen mysteries that the 
circle of darkness holds behind its rim ? 
How are the wells of conversation to be 
thawed out by a black stove, so that tales 
of hunters’ and fishers’ craft and 
ad­ 
venture shall flow till the measure of man’s 
belief is overrun ? How is the congenial 
spark of true companionship to he kindled 
when the |>oople brood around a stove and 
light their pipes with matches, and not 
with coals snatched out of the camp-fire’s 
edge, or with twigs that burn briefly with 
a baffling flame? 
But it will not be long before it will be 
impossible to get a taste of real camping 
without taking long and expensive jour­ 
neys, for every available rod of lake shore 
and river hank is being taken up and 
made populous w ith so-called camps, and 
the comfortable freedom and seclusion of a 
real camp are made impossible there. One 
desiring that m ight better pitch his tent 
in the back woodlot of a farm that in any 
such popular 
resort. 
This 
misnamed 
camping out has become a fashion which 
seems likely to last till the shores are as 
thronged as the towns, and the woods are 
spoiled for the real campers, w hom it is 
possible to imagine seeking in the summers 
of the future a seclusion in the cities that 
the forests and streams no longer can give 
them. 
Let those who can study the de­ 
lightful and practical pages of “ Wood­ 
craft.” and go while they may practice its 
lessons and get a taste of real camp life. 
Vet, let it be understood that make-be­ 
lieve camping is better than no camping. 
It cannot but bring people into more inti­ 
mate relations with nature than they 
would he if they stayed at home, and so to 
better acquaintance with and greater in­ 
terest in the mother who deals so impar­ 
tially with all her children.— Forest and 
Stream. 


Sitbn as a Sum m er R esort. 
The old Russian town of Sitka, in Alas­ 
ka, has already acquired celebrity as a 
summer resort, and the stream of travel 
thitherw ard increases apace. A splendid 
steamer, the finest on the Pacific coast, 
now makes fortnightly trips in twelve 
days, and table luxuries are supplied now 
which were lacking a year or more ago. 
Last year a large number of public officials, 
including the Chief Justice of the United 
States Supreme Court, made the excursion, 
moved by curiosity to learn the real truth 
regarding 
our 
new 
Territory 
and 
its wants and capabilities, and also in­ 
cited by the multiplied descriptions and 
photographs of 
its marvelous scenery. 
This season the miscellaneous rush of tour­ 
ists has not only been much increased, but 
we find that several of our members of 
Congress have been prompted to make 
personal investigation of a problem which 
lias long been before our National Legis­ 
lature. 
We hrqie, therefore,from what we 
are sure they must report, that Alaska will 
next winter receive that legislation which 
filie lias so long prayed for, and that her 
political and industrial disabilities will be 
removed. 
Those who visit Sitka in 1887 find very 
much of the old rust and rubbish removed. 
Eyesores which disfigured the town for 
almost twenty years have disappeared. 
The quaint and very picturesque Greek 
Church has been refurnished within and 
without, at a stated cost of $15,000; the 
public buildings have been restored, or at 
least partially repaired; the old Russian 
bath houses at the neighboring hot springs 
have been replaced, and a sanitarium es­ 
tablished ; the Indian River Park has been 
em bellished; the ascent of the extinct 
volcano of Mt. Edgeeomb has been made 
easy; excursion steamboats run to the 
L ike Mountain Mines and ply among the 
islands; halls and hops on board the mail 
steamers ami naval vessels, as well as 
ashore, are of regular occurrence, and 
the Indian ceremonies and performances 
add to the interest and gaiety of the pass­ 
ing season. 
Last year several yachting parties from 
San Francisco, Chicago and Seattle passed 
very agreeable weeks and months at the 
old Russian capital, and every monthly 
steam er brought artists of both sexes to 
transfer the inimitable scenery of the arch­ 
ipelago to canvas and ramera. 
Some pho­ 
tographers obtained complete sets of the 
most picturesque and interesting places 
along the entire coast. 
On the whole, 
Sitka is a lively and interesting place, and 
those who have read Mr. Hallock'sgraphic 
work entitled “ Our New A laska” will 
feel assured th at none who make the ex­ 
cursion to that far-off locality will be dis­ 
appointed or regret the journey. 
The

and are at their best in the month of 
August. Home shooting of bay birds and 
deer mav lie obtained.— F’orest and Stream.

BETHLEHEM’S STAR. 


WHAT IS OOWN OF THIS SOME­ 
WHAT MYSTERIOUS VISITOR. 


T h e A stronom ical .Aspects o f Its R e­ 
ap p earance—W h at T ycho B rah e 
Saw and Said C oncerning it. 


One of the popular questions of the 
period is about w hat is called the “ star of 
Bethlehem.” 
Every now and then a man 
possessing or having control of a telescope 
and an observatory rises to explain that he 
has just seen this particular luminary, and 
his statement appears in the newspapers. 
This sets correspondents agog to inquire, 
why they cannot have further information, 
and others with pen in hand proffer vari­ 
ous information and conjecture on the sub­ 
ject. 
The star of Bethlehem, it is said, 
has appeared at a!>out even intervals of a 
little more than 300 years. 
It apj>eared of 
record in the years 945, 1264 and 1572. 
The interval between the first two dates is 
319 years, and the nex t interval is 308 
years. 
The latter figure added to 1572 
gives 1880, and the former gives 1891. 
The inference is deemed irresistible that 
it will reapi>ear w ithin four years from 
this time and suddenly. 
Every unusual 
flicker in the sky is accordingly hailed bv 
expectant and ambitious astronomers as 
the first scintillations of the marvelous re­ 
turn, and announced promptly, so that in 
case his “prophetic soul” has not misled 
him he will be recognized as the eminent 
rediscoverer. 
The appearance of A. I). 945 and A. D. 
1264 were vaguely recorded in the then 
low 
condition of astronomical science 
But in the year 1572 the renowned Tycho 
Brahe was in his prime, and he wrote out 
a long and carefully prepared description 
of the phenomenon. 
In strictness he was 
not the rediscoverer, hut his cotemporary 
villagers in the place in Denmark where 
his observatory was situated. 
The circum­ 
stances are thus related : 
' 
“ The appearance of the star of 1572 
was so sudden that Tycho Brahe return­ 
ing one evening from his laboratory to his 
dwelling-house was surprised to find a 
group of country people gazing at the 
star which he was sure did not exist half 
an hour before. 
This was the star in ques­ 
tion. It was as bright as Sirius and contin- 


be one and the same star, with a period of 
312 or perhaps 156 years.” 
Authoritative works on aetromomv give 
account of other like phenomena. 
In 1604 
a new star appeared in the constellation 
Serpentarius, which is in the southern 
sky. 
It was nearly as bright as Venus. 
On A pril 28, 1848, another appeared in 
the same constellation. 
In 1620 one ap­ 
peared in Cvgnus, and in the same con­ 
stellation the same or another appeared in 
1876. 
In 1886 one appeared in Corona, 
which was of the brightness of the pole 
star. 
In December, 1885, a star shone 
forth suddenly and brilliantly in the eon- 
stellation of Orion and disap[>eared within 
a brief i>eriod. 
That of constellation Ser­ 
pentarius in 1604 lasted twelve months or 
more, and that of Cygnus in 1670 two 
years. 
The star 
described by Tycho 
Brahe was in Cassiopeia, which is in the 
northern sky, but a lung ways from Cor­ 
ona "and Cvgnus, which 
are 
also 
in 
the northern sky. 
Orion is nearly on the 
equator. 
As all stars, excepting the pole 
star, have an apparent motion from east to 
west, there is nothing technically faulty in 
describing any of the temporary stars as a 
star seen in the east, though in popular 
speech such a phrase would be understood 
to mean near the place of sunrise. 
It may be observed that Tycho Brahe, in 
saying that the star he saw “ remained 
stationary all the while in the position 
which it occupied when discovered,” and 
I Sir John Herschei, in saying th at stars of 
the class he described “ remain awhile ap­ 
parently immovable,” do not mean what 
the book of Matthew signifies in saying the 
star there mentioned “came and stood over 
where the young child Was.” 
W hat the 
astronomers learn is that the star remains 
fixed, with reference to its position among 
the neighboring stars. 
On the whole, in regard to the present 
period of expectancy, the merits of the ease 
may be summed up by a quotation from 
Shakespeare : 
W hat's in a n am e? T h a t w hich we call a rose, 
By an y o th er n am e w ould sm ell as sweet. 
The periodical visitor, if it shall return 
during or before the year 1891, will be as 
significant and curious an object ocularly, 
if called in honor of him who accurately 
described it, the star of Tycho Brahe, as if 
called the star of Bethlehem.— lioslon A d­ 
vertiser.

ued to increase until it surpassed Jupiter, 
and when brightest it was visible at mid­ 
day. 
It began to diminish in December 
of the same year, and in March, 1574, had 
disappeared.” 
In a standard work on astronomy Tycho 
Brahe’s own description of the star is 
given in a condensed way, as follows: 
“ The star lasted from November, 1572, to 
March, 1574, or seventeen months. 
It was 
brighter than Sirius and rivaled Venus, 
its color was successively white, yellow, red 
and white again, and it remained station­ 
ary all the while in the position which it 
occupied when discovered.” 
As remarked above, the intervals of the 
previous recorded appearances were 808, 
and 319 years, the mean of which, disre­ 
garding the fraction, is 314 years. The 
elapsed period of 945 years, which fixes the 
first date of record, is divisible into three 
equal periods of 315 years, thus correspond­ 
ing in the initiation of the series with the 
beginning of the Christian era. 
Arith- 
maticaliy, and upon the basis of data so 
accepted, it is therefore demonstrated to 
the satisfaction of many minds that we 
have here the scriptural star of Bethle­ 
hem. 
The account of the star is contained in 
th e Book of Matthew. 
The statement is 
that in the days of Herod the King there 
came wise men from the east to Jerusalem, 
saying, W here is he that is born king of 
the Jew s? fur we have seen his star in the 
east and are come to worship him. 
Herod, 
hearing of this, assembled the chief priests 
and scrilx-s to consult with them as to 
where, by ancient prophesy, Christ should 
he born. 
The resjionse of those assem­ 
bled was that it should lie ii. Bethlehem 
of Judea. 
Herod then called the wise men into his 
counsels and desired that they should seek 
out this child that he also might come and 
worship him, and the record is that when 
the wise men had heard the King “ they 
departed ; and lo the star which they saw 
in the east came and stood over where the 
young child was. 
W hen they saw thestar 
they rejoiced with exceeding great joy.” 
An astronomical paraphrase of thisstate- 
nient is somewhat difficult to make. 
The 
map shows that Bethlehem is about five 
miles from Jerusalenqand nearly due south. 
The statement seems to require that the 
star visible in the cast either had pre­ 
viously, or upon the going forth of the 
wise men, gained a place on or near the 
meridian. 
From that position it might 
miraculously, though not astronomically, 
go before them in a southerly direction. 
To account for the star’s standing still over 
a particular stable in Bethlehem Is also 
astronomically difficult. 
Difficulties in the way of identifying the 
star seen by Tycho Brahe w ith the star 
described in scripture arise from other 
than purely astronomical grounds. 
It is 
w ithin the knowledge of all readers that 
scriptural accounts of marvelous events do 
not in general omit peculiar and striking 
details in the event w itnessed; and it is 
certainly an exception to this rule, if.the 
star referred to in Matthew were “ white, 
yellow, red and white again,” as described 
on its rcap|>earanee by Tycho Brahe, that 
it was not made a m atter of original men­ 
tion. 
It is to be considered that Brahe's means 
of observation were no better than those 
of the original observers, the telescope not 
having 1 • en invented at the date of his 
record. 
But the main difficulty as a mat­ 
ter of reasoning is this, that if the star 
has regularly reappeared at intervals of 
alKnit 315 years since the beginning of the 
Christian*era, it must on 
astronomical 
grounds have h id a sim ilar perioditv in 
the ages prior to that date. 
The question arises why that particular 
appearance should betoken or certify to 
anything more of the supernatural than 
did any of the others. 
The difficulty is 
not avoided by saying that on that occa­ 
sion the star ceased to move west when at 
or near the meridian point and began to 
move south. 
Stars that appeared in for­ 
mer centuries can onlv be identified with 
those se e n now by their position or their 
motion in space. 
Stars of quite recent 
date might doubtless be identified by the 
spectrum. 
There is no astronomical difficulty in the 
proposition that a brilliant star suddenly 
appeared at the date of the loginning of 
our era. and. having vanished, again ap­ 
peared after three centuries or more. Sir 
John IJerseliel makes the following re­ 
marks on this phenomena: 
“ Temporary stars are those which ap­ 
pear from time to time in different parts 
of the heavens blazing forth with extra­ 
ordinary luster and, after remaining a while 
apparently immovable, have died away 
and left no trace. Such is the star which, 
suddenly appearing some time about the 
year 125 B. C., and which was visible in 
th e daytime, is said to have attracted the 
attention of Hipparchus and led him to 
draw up a catalogue of stars, the earliest 
on record. Such, too, is the star which 
appeared A. D. 389 in Aquibe. remaining 
for three weeks as bright as Venus and 
disappearing entirely. 
In 945, 1264 and 
1572 brilliant stars appeared in the region 
of the heavens between Cepheus and Cas­ 
siopeia, and from the imperfect accounts 
we have of the places of the two earlier as 
compared with that of the last, which was 
well determined, as well as from the toler­ 
ably near coincidence of the intervals of 
th eir appearance, we may suspect them to

COAST DEFENSES. 


Several boards, say this morning’s dis. 
patches, are considering the question of our 
liarhor defenses. 
Let them not consider 
too long. 
They ought to report early to 
Congress. 
No one expects war, and it is 
the unexpected that happens, it is said. 
T he 
truth is, the coast and harbor de­ 
fenses of the U nited States are so lam ent­ 
ably inefficient and out of fashion, gear and 
practicability for use, and are so few in 
numlier and so thoroughly weakened that 
th e commonest dictates of prudence bid us 
to set things in better order at once. 
One 
is forced to conclude, after reading the 
reports made to the Naval Bureau in the 
past, that there is not a solitary fortified 
port of the American nation, that a first- 
class French, Knglish, German, Italian, 
Chilean, liussian or Japanese 
ironclad 
cruiser could not sail into without any 
resistance which she would consider worthy 
of her guns. 
The dispatches say that 
some elaborate reports on this subject may 
go up to Congress through the Naval De­ 
partm ent this winter from the boards on 
batteries, torpedoes, dynamite artillery, 
gunboats, etc. 
It is to be hoped the re­ 
ports will be ready. 
It is expected that 
when made they will be accompanied by 
recommendations by the Secretary of the 
Navy proposing heavy expenditure to put 
into all the chief ports the best system of 
floating batteries. Congress ought to order 
th eir construction. The day is not far 
distant when they will be the chief reliance 
of seaports against the advance of an enemy 
from the sea; costly forts will give place to 
low and very heavy earthworks ; batteries 
that can be shifted with comparative ease 
will displace fixed defenses, and rams, tor­ 
pedoes, swift [armored gunboats and sub­ 
marine boats will be employed to guard 
the entrances to our ports. 
It is the lie- 
lief that $40,000,000 or $-'>0,000,000 will 
cover the cost of a proper system. 
If the 
cost amounts to $100,000,000, vjliat of it? 
T h e surplus in the U nited States Treasury 
will readily respond to such outlay, and 
the expenditure will, besides doing what 
is greatly needed, give much employment 
to American labor and industries. 
W ith 
proper harbors and land defenses, and a 
rehabilitated navy, we will not only in­ 
spire greater respect abroad, but will the 
more respect ourselves. 


ENVY OF THE SUCCESSFUL. 


W hen Mr. Charles Crocker, in his testi­ 
mony before the Pacific Railroad Commis­ 
sion the otherdav, declared that the war 
by self-sacrificing philosophers 
against 
rich railroad men is out of reason and is 
cruel, for most of them have been at pov­ 
erty corners themselves, he struck home 
w ith the weaponry of truth. 
In this land 
th e great mass of our rich men have risen 
from poverty, or at least small means, by 
d in t of hard labor, provident habits and 
clear head-work. 
W’hen the envious rail 
at such men, they simply confess their own 
'incapacity. W’hat would they have? That 
there shall be an end to human ambition, 
that we shall have no more great works 
and progress for lack of united capital en­ 
ergized by will-power and the incentive of 
gain? 
The short-sighted fail to see that 
but for capitalized energy and united purses 
and persistant self-denying and irresistible 
determination, we should have had no 
great railway systems, distance and time 
would not have been so reduced in com­ 
mercial exchanges, and the country would 
be 
moving 
fifty 
years 
backward 
upon the path of humanity. 
As the 
Commercial Bulletin of New York savs, ac­ 
cording to our telegraphic dispatches, the 
millionaires by no means always recline 
on beds of roses. The trouble and anxiety 
incident to their enterprises, even when 
th ey are successful, are things the nnti- 
poverty party howlers never take into ac­ 
count 
and 
never experience. 
As Mr. 
Crocker savs, these railroad builders have 
not infrequently been at the point when 
in their distress they would gladly have 
“ quit " w ith a clean shirt. 
The howlers 
against the chiefs of great enterprises are 
the last men in the world to do anythin: 
themselves to advance the age or engrave 
upon its front the record of great achieve­ 
ments. 
W ithout wealth and the prospect 
o f attaining it, we would have to-day 
neither railroads, steamship lines, tele­ 
phones or telegraphs, great mechanical 
works or factories, great cities, great com­ 
merce, a broad and prosperous country, 
galleries of art and halls of science, chairs 
of learning, great employers—in short, 
w ithout the freedom to strive for. and the 
liberty to organize wealth lawfully, we 
would be to-day looking backward into 
tim e in-tead of forward into loftier jiossi- 
biiities for civilization and country. 
In 
th is laud to all men equal opportunities 
are open. 
To those who fail all pity, to 
those who succeed due praise. 


T h e b elief form erly prevailed that th e 
su ggestion o f th e m aintenance of an art 


sch ool in th is State, outside of th e m etrop­ 


olis was vigionarv and the fancy of mere 
dreamers. 
But less than two years ago 
.Sacramento became, by the bounty of an 
esteemed lady, the possessor of a superb 
art gallery well stocked with pictures, col­ 
lected in the main in Europe by a wealthy 
and distinguished citizen of this place, now 
deceased. 
W hen the property came into 
the fiossession of the city, and its occu­ 
pancy was enjoyed jointly with the Cali­ 
fornia Museum Association, the latter re­ 
solved to test the question w hether the es­ 
tablishment of a School of Design would 
meet with public support. 
Accordingly 
such a school was opened in the building 
referred to, and being fitted out with a com­ 
plement of casts and other necessaries, the 
work was entered upon. 
Contrary to the 
popular idea the school filled up well, and 
has been maintained satisfactorily. 
In its 
second year 
it has entered the 
A rt 
Department 
at 
the 
State 
Fair 
with 
a 
varied 
collection 
of 
drawings 
in 
crayou, 
charcoal 
and 
pencil, 
with 
landscapes and still-life studies in oil, 
and other works of its pupils, and by com­ 
mon judgm ent of the spectators and the 
unanimous verdict of the jury of award, car­ 
ries off a gold medal for a 
meritori- 
oas general exhibit. 
It is thus demon­ 
strated th at the appreciation of the bene­ 
fits of Schools of Design are not confined to 
the metrojiolis, nor are the people of the 
interior 
lacking 
in 
appreciation 
of 
the 
advantages 
of 
art 
cult­ 
ure, 
or 
unwilling 
to 
sustain 
in 
their 
midst 
schools to 
foster art 
tastes and instruct youth in designing, and 
thus fit them i f t ter for the battle of life, 
since all equipment of that kind quali­ 
fies its possessor for greater enjoyment, 
broadens his or her opportunities in life, 
enlarges their tastes and quickens their 
intelligence. 
The R w o r d -U n io n has 
not for over a year referred to the subject, 
hut it has been meanwhile watchful of the 
method and progress of the school and 
hopeful of it constantly. 
The occasion of 
its present trium ph furnishes fitting opi>or- 
tunity to commend this public educational 
scheme of the interior and to refer to it as 
unmistakable evidence of the intellectual 
advancement of the .State, and the pro­ 
gress it is making in matters of taste, 
and in appreciation of refining influences. 
All 
such efforts 
to train 
the 
eye 
and hand and brain and cultivate the 
tastes move upon the plane of the best 
education, and ought to keep pace with 
the movements of all foremost factors in 
advanced civilization. 
It is no longer a 
question of making “ artists,” but simply 
one of equipping men and women for duty 
in the world. 
All duties are demauaing 
more of intellect and skill, and he whose 
brain and eye and hand and taste are best 
trained, takes foremost place in the race. 


T h e San Francisco Call, in criticising 
the rem ark of a pretentious critic that 
“ no man who respects his paintings will 
perm it one to l>e placed beside those on 
exhibition in the art gallery of the Pavil­ 
ion of the Mechanics’ Institute Fair,” well 
says that such statements are alisurd and 
testify to ignorance of the purposes of art. 
It well adds: 
Everything is good or bad,’by comparison. The 
good would not be good it it had not the con­ 
trast of the bad. 
The best of living writers do

The tair is the proper place for bad as 
well as for good pictures. Its purpose is to show 
what the people can do. 
It represents progress 
rather than perfection. Why not Let us have a 
little progress in art as well as in quartz- 
crushers. 
Precisely. The artist who has faith in his 
works is afflicted by worse than vanity if 
he objects to his pictures being contrasted, 
for arts’ sake, with works of a lesser grade 
of excellence. 
W hat sort of difference 
can it make to the artist who enters his 
pictures for public view, that a few feet 
further on there hangs a daub. 
All the 
better for him if the discrim inating eye 
compares the two, for he can rest assured 
not only that his work will be the more 
appreciated, but th at by the contrast pub­ 
lic taste will be elevated. 
It would seem 
to the layman that a true work could take 
no harm by exposure to any sort of com­ 
parison, while any contrasts must tend to 
rectify public taste and to teach it what is 
true and what is false in art. 
As our con­ 
temporary well suggests, there is such a 
tiling as too fine a grain of culture among 
artists. 
Excess of culture is as bad as no 
culture, for it is selfishness of a gross order. 
It not infrequently develops that advance­ 
ment in skill in art, as in literature, ren­ 
ders the artist, as the writer, intolerant, 
incapable of appreciating truly, and so 
unsympathetic as to lie fit only to be cut' 
off from association with men or contact 
with their works. 


enough in the county exhibits at the Pa­ 
vilion to employ the energies ard skill of 
the reporters every day.

BANISHING 
VERMIN. 


M r. I g n a t u s D o n n e l l y has been the 
means of revivifying the Baconian Shakes­ 
peare question and in a new volume has 
given lengthy, if no weighty reasons for 
his belief that Francis Bacon wrote the 
plays we attribute to W illiam Shakes­ 
peare. 
The chief ground upon which he 
advances his claim is that of a supposed 
cipher running through the plays and 
sonnets and which he declares was a device 
by the cryptlogramist to fasten his identity 
upon the work. 
Mr. Donnelly’s theory is 
new only in this particular. 
It ought to 
be sufficient that Jonson’s affirmative testi­ 
mony upsets all the theories which must 
rest upon negatives, that are advanced to 
deprive Shakespeare of his honors. 
The 
latest development in the revived debate is 
the issue of the Bankside edition of 
Shakespeare. 
It was projected several 
years ago by Appleton Morgan and is now 
announced as about to appear. 
It is be­ 
lieved that in all im partial minds this 
issue will settle the question about Mr. 
Donnelly’s cipher discovery. 
“ The Bank- 
side ” prints the earliest Shakespeare text 
in parallel columns with the 1623 text__ 
thus showing at a glance the imitations, 
augmentations and curtailments 
whicli 
these plays underwent during their first 
stage of life at the hands of literary pi- 
ates, stage censors, careless printers and in 
the mouths of the actors, thus rendering 
it at once apparent that from neither text 
could a cipher be worked out to-day by 
any exact mathematical process, even had 
one been originally concealed there.

He gave an affirmative an­ 
swer, and authorized the priest at Berne to 
impose the banishment of the gru b s; pro­ 
viding for strict observance of the customs 
and laws. 
After a prayer an advocate for 
the people was chosen. 
H e notified the 
Court of his appointment, and proposed 
the citation of the grubs. 
On a certain 
day some of the grubs were brought before 
the Court, and their advocate chosen. The 
priest, followed by a large crowd of pious 
people in a solemn procession, went to the 
cemetery, to the fields, to the vineyards 
and to the hanks of the river to serve sum­ 
mons on the defendant. 
He delivered the 
following—at that time probably courte­ 
ous—address, as a warning and as citation 
to the telons: 
“ Ye hideous and degraded creatures; 
ye grubs! 
There was nothing like ye in 
the ark of Noah. 
By orders of my august 
superior, the Archbishop of 
Lausanne, 
anu in obedience to the Holy Church, I 
command ye all and every one to disap- 
j pear during the next six days from every 
place where food grows for man or beast. 
If not obedient, I enjoin ve to appear on 
the sixth day, at 1 o’clock, afternoon, at 
W illisburg, before the Archbishop of Lau­ 
sanne.” 
As some righteous people objected be­ 
cause the citation was not exactly made in 
the manner provided by law, the case was 
postponed, and alter a lawful citation an­ 
other day was named. 
Then the process 
began. 
The advocate chosen for the de­ 
fendant was Jean Perrodet, a well-known 
dogmatical and obstinate disputant. 
Per­ 
haps it will appear somewhat doubtful if 
the nomination of this advocate fulfilled 
exactly the demands of the law and the 
custom of the time, as it is stated that Mr. 
Perrodet died a short time before his nom­ 
ination. 
Nevertheless, the case and the 
complaint were read, and, as no defender 
appeared, the judgment was given for the 
plaintiff. 
_ “ We, Benedictus, of Monferrand, Arch­ 
bishop of Lausanne, condemn and excom­ 
municate ye obnoxious worms and grubs, 
that nothing shall l>e left of ye, except 
such parts as can be useful to man.”— The 
Swiss Cross. 


A S im p l e T est o f 
K e r o s e n e O i l .— 
Bulletin y . C. State Board of Health says ; 
“ Take an ordinary pint tin cup. 
Fill it 
within an inch of the top with water 
warmed to the tem perature of 120°V. 
Pour on this water three or four table­ 
spoonfuls of the oil to be tasted. 
Stir the 
oil and water together, and wait a short 
time, say a minute or two, for the oil to 
collect on the top. 
T ry the thermometer 
again, and if the tem perature is more than 
one degree from 120° F., add a little cold 
or hot water, as the case may be, so as to 
bring the temperature w ithin one degree 
of 120° F. 
Then stir again, and give time 
as before for the oil to come to the top. 
Now apply a burning match or lighted 
taper on a level with the top of the cup, 
say within half an inch ot the oil. 
If 
within one second no flash occurs, the oil- 
is reasonably safe—otherwise, it is unsafe. 
Purchase four or five gallons of oil at a 
time, and apply this test to each purchase.

The encampment of the Uniformed 
Rank of Knights of Pythias on the Capitol 
grounds will end to-day and the various 
divisions will return to their homes on the 
afternoon trains. The Nevada county di­

He said the Sir Knights 
would ever remember this their first suc­ 
cessful camp in the State, and the Capital 
City would ever have a true friend in the 
person of each individual Knight tvho had 
broken bread and sipped wine with them.

It is generally understood that Governor 
W aterman will make a change in the office 
of Adjutant-General of the State, and quite 
a num ber of candidates are spoken of for 
the place. Of course, the one selected will 
be of his own political party, but with that 
consideration is also to be joined the quali­ 
fication of pre-eminent fitness, as the of­ 
fice is one of paramount importance to *he 
National Guard of the State of California. 
It should be filled by the very best and 
most experienced soldier whose services 
could be obtained. 
Among those mentioned is General P. 
Edward Connor. If he would accept, he is 
the very man for the place. There is no 
other in the State outside of General How­ 
ard, of the regular army, who can be com­ 
pared with him as an experienced officer 
and soldier. The mere mention of General 
Connor's name in this connection should 
cause all other applicants to withdraw in 
his favor. It would be but proper modesty 
and acknowledgment of his brilliant mili­ 
tary record. Entering the army as a mere 
boy. he was for five years in the famous 
old First United States Dragoons, then 
commanded by that model soldier, General 
Stephen W. Kearny. There could not 
have been a better school for a soldier. He 
left it at the expiration of his term of serv­ 
ice with the highest commendations of his 
commanding officer, who expressed regret 
that be should abandon the military ca­ 
reer, in which he had shown himself so 
peculiarly qualified that promotion was 
certain, for the pursuits of civil life. 
At the outbreak of the Mexican war he 
raised a company of Texas volunteers, serv­ 
ing for a time in Colonel Albert Sidney 
Johnston's 
Three-months' Regiment of 
Texas Volunteers, and afterwards with au 
independent company in the army of Gen­ 
eral Zachary Taylor, participating in the 
battles of Palo Alto, Resaca de la Palma and 
Buena Vista, in which last engagement he 
lost nearly half his company, ami was him ­ 
self severely wounded. At the outbreak of 
the Civil War he was commissioned Col­ 
onel Third Regiment California Volunteer 
Infantry. His battles with the Indians, 
and his military administration of the De­ 
partm ent of U tah and the District of the 
Plains are so well known as to requite no 
enumeration, other than saying he won 
very deservedly the reputation of being the 
best Indian fighter in the army, and also as 
being a most admirable administrative offi­ 
cer. His command at one time amounted 
to over 16,000 troops. So highly were his 
services esteemed at W ashington that he 
was among the last of the Generals of vol­ 
unteers mustered out of the service of the 
United States. 
He was made Brigadier- 
General for “gallant conduct at the battle of 
Bear River, January 29, 1863," and in I860 
Brevet Major-General for " gallant and 
meritorious conduct during the war.” 
It will he thus seen that entering the 
army as a private soldier he finally left it 
as a Major-General,having seen active serv­ 
ice in three wars—the Florida war. the 
Mexican war and that of the Rebellion. 
Possessing perfect health and a strong con­ 
stitution,he retains the vigor of his younger 
days with the added experience of his 
eventful life. He came to California in 
January, 1850, and has ever since been a 
resident of the State. He become a Repub 
lican in politics from the day the news was 
received in this Stale of the firing on Fort 
Sumter, and lias ever since been an active 
and influential member of that party. 
His 
appointment would be very warmly ap­ 
preciated by the Mexican Veterans, the 
Grand Army or the Republic and the 
Loyal Legion, all of which associations he 
is a member and also of the State National 
Guard, in which, as Captain of the Stock­ 
ton Blues,[prior to the Civil War, be served 
for many years. He is the only Major- 
General of Volunteers during the ,late war 
now a resident of California.

W o n d er fu l I n c r e a s e in th e S o u th e r n P a - 
elfic C o m p a n y ’s T raffic. 
The bustling activity that prevails at 
present in the long, low sheds of the freight 
department of the Southern Pacific at 
Fourth and Townsend streets, tells as well 
as any fact can of the rapidly increasing 
development of California. 
It is worth a 
visit to see the vast amount of freight, 
especially local freight, or that to and from 
points within the State’s liorders, that is 
daily handled there. 
The several sheds 
cover acres of ground, yet more are needed 
and will soon be built. 
There are scarcely 
care enough to accommodate the freight 
shipment, and more engines are needed 
also. 
In the block bounded by Fourth, 
Sixth, King and Townsend streets are 
dozen or more parallel tracks, and these 
for nearly a half mile are crowded all the 
time with ears being loaded or unloaded. 
In one section by the main sheds over two 
hundred cars were counted. 
The scene about the sheds is one of 
hurry and bustle, of life and vigorous ac 
tivity. 
The freight, in boxes, or bales, 
cans and crates, bags and bundles, is 
brought up by heavy trucks on one side, and 
after weighing is rolled through to the op­ 
posite sides into the open doors of the care, 
in waiting like so many voracious animals 
for their allowance of bulky food. 
H un­ 
dreds of men and hundreds of hand-trucks 
are kept busy in this process, moving to 
and fro from car to shed, and shed to car. 
The [lay-roll of Freight Agent Anthony 
showed to-day that the largest force of 
men ever employed at any one time was at 
work, numbering in all over three hun­ 
dred. 
Of these, 232 were engaged in the 
handling of the freight, and the rest in 
the clerical work necessary. 
The general 
character of the goods th at are piled up 
in sheds and cars in the course of transfer 
from one point of the State to another is 
interesting to notice. 
Agricultural imple­ 
ments are here in great number, reajiers, 
field-crushers, harrows and farm-wagons 
are seen. 
There are also wine-presses, 
pumps,artesian well-piping, coils of barbed 
wire, 
doors 
and 
blinds 
and 
other 
articles significant of the development 
of material resources occurring at their 
several 
destinations. 
Fittings 
for 
a 
flour mill addressed to Round Valley, 
Mendocino county, fill one section of the 
storage shed, and piles of sewer-piping 
take up much room, 
in one corner are 
several hundred sacks of dried fruit, and 
near are boxes of the same product. W ine 
casks 
and fruit boxes are 
numerous. 
The cars are filled rapidly and systematic­ 
ally. 
Several rows of ears, side by side, 
are filled in order by a system of bridging 
planks between the trains. 
Over each 
gang of freight hands is a foreman, and 
there is no time for idling. 
“ Livelv times 
here you bet,” assented one of the' toilers 
in resjwnse to the remark of a spectator. 
“Our business is all we can handle, and 
the increase is nearly all local,” said Traf­ 
fic Manager Stubbs.' “ We want at least 
fifty more freight engines, and we must 
have more shed room. 
The plans are all 
ready for a new shed sim ilar to the others, 
and it will probably lie built as soon as 
Senator Stanford returns from the north.” 
Freight Agent Anthony expressed sim­ 
ilar views. 
“ We have all the men we can 
work—the largest number ever emjiloyed. 
The business is nearly all local, and for 
over a year it has been growing on us 
steadily.”—B. F. Bulletin.

Over 
two hundred men are now at work on the 
buildings. 
As 
grouped, 
the buildings 
present a combined front, to be joined by a 
stone arcade of 576 feet. 
The chapel, the 
foundations of which are laid, is in the 
center of the group of buildings as planned, 
and the entrance to it will be directly by 
the main entrance to the buildings. The 
chapel ground plan, as outlined on the 
foundations, is peculiar, very similar in 
outline tti the trefoil of Gothic architecture.

E a r t h q u a k e P r e s c ie n c e .—In n paper 
before a late meeting of the Seismological 
Society of Japan, Prof. Milne mentioned 
the signs of alarm which the lower ani­ 
mals often show just before earthquakes. 
Ponies were observed to prance in their 
stalls half a minute before a shock last 
January. Proof has been found that pheas­ 
ants scream, and frogs suddenly cease their 
croaking, while geese, swine and dogs give 
the clearest indications of an approaching 
earthquake. 
It was suggested that the ani­ 
mals are probably very sensitive to slight 
preliminary tremors, though in volcanic 
districts small animals have been not only 
alarmed but even killed by ga*es escaping 
just Itefore earthquakes.

KING SOLOMON AND ART. 


T h e P atron age H e E xten d ed and Som e 
o f th e Production». 
Among the mlere of the Jews, King 
Solomon stands alone as an art patron, for 
none Itefore him and none after possessed 
the riches and repose essential to a patron 
of the arts. 
Ilis reign was politically the 
golden age of Israel, and as the outoome of 
his father’s warlike and victorious admin­ 
istration he inherited wealth, peace and a 
kingdom that was at unity with itself. 
Then for the first time and the last did the 
Hebrews rank among the great powers, 
able to meet even the Egyptians on equal 
terms ; extorting tribute from all the sur­ 
rounding t 'anaanitisb trilns, with the ex­ 
ception of the Phoenicians. 
The policy of 
David had been as judicious as it was 
courageous ; and, perceiving that the con­ 
quest of the narrow strip of coast held 
by the Phoenicians would bring no ad­ 
vantage to the pastoral trilny of Israel, 
be had remained at peace with 
his 
neighbors. 
The .lews had no knowl­ 
edge 
of 
shipbuilding 
or 
naviga­ 
tion which would enable them to use 
the Phoenician ports, so that the expulsion 
of these Canaan i tes would have been a pos­ 
itive loss; while, on the other hand, 
Phoenicians and Israelites alike had much 
to gain by friendly intercourse, so that the 
friendship contracted between David and 
the sea-coast kings was built on the sure 
rock of mutual convenience and self-inter­ 
est. 
It was not only that he was very 
beautiful in person, gracious in manner, 
brilliant and wise in speech, that he inher­ 
ited in a great measure his father’s poetic 
genius and love of music, but lie devoted 
himself in an unprecedented degree to 
the internal government of his king­ 
dom, and he possessed to perfection the 
Hebrew talent of commerce. 
True, he 
early showed signs of the defects natural 
to men of his tem peram ent; the sensu- 
ousnesp of the “Song of Songs” lietravs 
a character naturally inclined to self­ 
indulgence and luxury, and his 
m ar­ 
riage with the daughter of the King of 
Egypt, contracted for reasons of state 
policy, suggests that even in l,jja youth ho 
íégarcfed 
the 
obligations 
o f ' religion 
lightly. 
Thu marriage was regarded with 
something like horrifie<l surprise on the 
part of the Israelites, but it fulfilled its 
immediate purp ise by cementing peace 
with Egypt and promoting commerce in 
the linens and woolens of the Hebrews, 
who received in- exchange the Egyptian 
war-horses and chariots which iSolomon, 
contrary to Hebrew tradition, deemed 
essential to the maintenance of peace. 
Some show of power was indeed necessary 
to secure the safety of a city overflowing 
with 
gold 
and jewels, as Jerusalem 
became in Solomon’s later days ; and that 
he restrained his people from warfare was 
rather because he placed a high value on 
peace than because he hud no occasion for 
war. 
The great glory of Jerusalem was 
the Temple, a monument rather of wealth 
than of artistic skill. 
It, like all Solo­ 
mon's 
buildings, 
was designed 
by 
a 
Phomician architect; and the skilled work­ 
men who carved the wood and stone and 
wrought 
the 
gold and 
founded 
the 
brass were citizens of Tyre and Sidon, only 
the rough labor being provided bv the 
lo3,000 Canaanite settlers who were drafted 
oil to the forests of Lebanon to hew timber, 
and to the port of Joppa to carry the ma­ 
terials from the seaboard to Jerusalem. 
< )f the architecture of the Temple we know 
little, except its proportions, and that, 
like most temples of antiquity, it was di­ 
vided into three courts, called, in this case, 
the |K>rch, the holy place, and the holy of 
holies, 
[t Was extrem ly small, measuring 
only thirty-five feet in width, while the 
total length was only one hundred and five 
feet;so that its impressiveness depended 0 11 
its golden walls and pillars, lloor and ceil­ 
ings, its precious jewels and the richness 
of the embroidered hangings that curtained 
of the sanctuary. 
And mingled with all 
tli is 
gold 
we 
read 
of 
brass, 
a 
eompouud 
that seems 
to 
have been 
scarcely 
less 
esteemed 
in 
those 
days, 
when the tin 
mines of Spain 
and Cornwall were among the recent dis­ 
coveries of the l’hrrnieians, and the brass 
made at Tyre from the tin of Tarshish or 
Spain and the topper from Cyprus was still 
a fancy article, commanding a very high 
price. 
The cost of this golden temple was 
defrayed by the moneys left by David and 
by the oflerings of the people, but heavy 
taxes were levied to create funds for the 
palaces, towns, and fortresses that arose in 
such ruinously rapid succession. 
No ex­ 
chequer could long endure such a drain, 
no nation support so vast and sumptuous 
a Court, without m urm uring; and though 
we do not know what was the relative 
values <>: gold and of the commodities of 
life, the stress laid upon the tact that all 
ti e vessels 
in 
the 
palaces 
were of 
gold points to the conclusion that this pro­ 
vision was as sumptuous in those days as it 
would he in our own.— Magazine of Art for 
October.

A Spanish llu ll-K in g. 
The bull-ring of Granada, like most of 
those in the larger cities of Spain, is a vast 
am phitheater, built of wood, and capable 
of seating perhaps 20,000 persons. 
By ac­ 
cident we came to this huge structure in 
the course of our meandering*, and we 
were conducted through it by an attendant. 
Ill the stables were a number of wretched- j 
looking steeds, aged anti raw'noned an Don 
Quixote’s " Rosinante,” yet considered good 
enough to be slain by doughty bulls for the 
amusement of the gentle dames and spir- 
i ted young dons of < í ranada. 
On t he stock­ 
ade surrounding the arena were great 
streaks and blotches of blood, which had 
spurted from the wounded animals in various 
combats. 
A t the same time that these 
were (minted out to us it was explained 
how, in the practice of the noble art of 
bull-fighting, a horse would often have 
his sides 
ripped open 
by 
an 
infuri­ 
ated bull and the plucky steed would 
nevertheless go on sometimes with the 
fight, although his entrails would trail 
upon the ground and dangle about his 
feet. 
We were then conducted to the 
chambers where the matadores dressed 
themselves, and where were kept the trap­ 
pings for ornamenting the horses, and the 
apparatus for provoking the bulls. Among 
the articles of the latter sort were long 
poles with sharp pikes in the end, masks, 
dummy horses and various other devices 
and instrum ents of torture, adapted to 
arouse the wrath of a peaceably disposed 
bull and convert him into an infuriated de­ 
mon. In one room, improvised as a chapel, 
were crucifixes and other pious parapher­ 
nalia by which the last offices of the 
church might, in case of sudden emer­ 
gency, be administered 
to a mortally 
wounded bull-tighter, so that his gentle 
soul might not take its (light unshriven. 
There appeared to be no sim ilar provision 
for the bulls and horse-, they being only 
brutes and having no souls.— American 
Magazine.

NEVADA COUNTY EXHIBIT. 
A Grand Exhibit From a Leading Gem 
Section of the Sierras. 
A visit to the Nevada county exhibit, 
which is located on the west side of Horti­ 
cultural Hall, will at once show to the vis­ 
itor that the section of country here repre­ 
sented, while occupying the higher foot­ 
hills and covering a portion of the higher 
altitudes of the Sierra mountain range, is 
one of the most productive, and yields the 
widest and most valuablerange of products 
to be found in the State. There are not 
only rich quartz and gravel mines of bound­ 
less’ wealth, and .yielding royally in re­ 
sponse to mining development, but in ag­ 
riculture, horticulture and lumber indus­ 
tries, no part ot the State is capable of more 
remunerative results for investments, nor 
does a broader and more promising field 
offer for grand returns upon money and 
labor expended. Lands are still very cheap, 
although fertile to the utmost, and those 
who seek for homes, either in this or 
Placer county, which adjoins it, and is 
in many respects similar, cannot go amiss. 
The exhibit ol' Nevada county, which at­ 
tracts so much attention at the Pavilion, 
was collected by and is undercharge of J. 
R. Nickeson, who thoroughly understands 
the resources and capabilities of the county, 
and in addition to furnishing any desired 
information concerning the exhibit, can 
also give most valuable data to inquirers 
as to lands and opportunities in that sec­ 
tion.Some of the most noticeable features of 
this county’s exhibit are worthy of special 
mention. In vegetable growth, the North 
San Juan district is perhaps the most con­ 
spicuous, and from her specimens of agri­ 
cultural and horticultural products which 
are viewed by the visitors with genuine 
astonishment. This district covers an area, 
in the form of a broad ridge, of from 100 
to 125 square miles, and was formerly cov­ 
ered with heavy pine. Pine lands in the 
East are regarded as of light, and al­ 
most valueless soil, but here it is of 
the very best and most enduring quality. 
As an evidence of this, there is to be seen 
in the exhibit immense stalks of hemp, the 
tallest of which is eighteen feet in bight, 
and this extraordinary growth has all 
been made since the last of June in a 
growth of eighteen feet, in from ten to 
eleven weeks, thus rivaling the tall-grow­ 
ing qualities of Jack's famous bean stalk. 
It was grown by Fordini Lorenso. Here 
are seen also two squashes, grown by Jacob 
Wickman from seed planted on June 10th 
aud picked September -1th, and which 
weigh respectively ICO and 171 pounds. 
Both grew upon one vine, and there were 
several others left upon the vine nearly as 
large. Another squash grown by Y. H. 
Wickman, planted about the same time 
and weighing 190 pounds, is also on 
exhibition.

has been turned into uses of agriculture by 
irrigation. These men exhibit also a grand 
display of white potatoes of many varie­ 
ties ; beans, with pods nearly a foot in 
length ; also, a wonderfully fine display of 
large, highly-colored and finest flavored 
apples, pears and peaches. Some of these 
samples are simply enormous and stili of 
excellent quality. . 
E. C. Northup, of North San Juan, ex­ 
hibits a squash weighing 183 pounds, and 
this was only one from several acres of 
similar size, and other vegetables upon the 
same grounds were relatively as immense 
in growth. 
From the vicinity of Nevada City J. 11. 
Nickeson exhibits line growth of tobacco, 
which is of excellent quality. Also cotton 
showing largest and finest staple. 
In 
fruit. Samuel Allison, of near Nevada .City, 
has one of the finest displays of peaches 
in the Pavilion. Some of the specimens 
weigh a pound, and fifteen packed in one 
box to bring to the fair weighed 15 pounds 
net. He has also a large variety ol ap­ 
ples, fall and winter, of the superior 
quality that is found alone in the moun­ 
tain sections. 
Mr. Allison also shows 
plums, pears, grapes, tomatoes, and a large 
assortment of nuts of superb qifality. A 
cluster of six Bartlett pears upon a twig 
weighed 5J pounds. As to quality of the 
pears raised in this section there are none 
superior in the State, and they stand ship­ 
ping to the East better than valley grown 
fruit, and are otherwise no doubt superior 
in quality. It is not predicting too much 
for Nevada county to sav that with proper 
attention given to the subject it wiil become 
the banner county for the production of 
this kind of fruit. 
The Grass Valley section is another por­ 
tion of this grand county that claims es­ 
pecial attention, from the products dis­ 
played. It shows field corn eighteen feet 
high and graet ears located twelve feet 
from the ground on the stalks. This is 
from the field of Dudley Dedman, who 
also exhibits sunflower stalks 17 feet in 
bight, and bamboo grown this year that is 
equally tail. H. B. Nichols has ten varie­ 
ties of cultivated grasses, among which 
are mesquite and rye grass eight feet tall, 
timothy six feet,evergreen millet eight and a 
half feet.red clover five feet.Hungarian grass 
fourto five feet. Here is also seen qne dent 
corn,immense melons, squashes, beets, egg­ 
plants, etc.. all grown without irrigation, 
and on high red land. A display of Thos. 
Lee was grown on a high hill and steep 
southern slope without irrigation, and in­ 
cludes mammoth ears of sweet corn, huge 
watermelons, etc. The visitor will also see 
a remarkable collection of vegetables, 
grown in the sectiou of Grass Valley and 
Nevada City, such as beets eight ¡nenes 
in diameter and two feet long, crooked­ 
necked squashes that are sold by the yard, 
Hubbard squashes of immense size and 
fine quality, cucumbers four by eighteen 
inches, also similar growth in onions, cab 
bages,carrots, parsnips,canteloupes, cassaba 
melons, turnips, etc. 
The exhibit of wines from Nevada county 
is one of much interest and intrinsic merit. 
Nearly every variety of California wines 
and brandies are shown, and the quality 
fully sustains the belief entertained as to 
the superior standing the wines of the foot­ 
hill counties are destined to have in the 
future. These wines and brandies are from 
Mrs. Flint, of Rough and Ready: A. B.

JERSEY AND GUERNSEY CATTLE. 
To those who are uninformed concerning 
the qualities of the Jersey and Guernsey, a 
brief account of their native land and sur­ 
roundings, and the causes which have pro­ 
duced and maintained these breeds, and of 
some of the advantages claimed for them 
in comparison with cattle of other blood, 
may he at this time of more than passing 
interest. Jersey and Guernsey are small 
islands situated in the English*channel off 
the coast of France, belonging to Great 
Britain. The former has an area of some 
40,000 acres, and the latter about 16,000. and 
the population of either is in about the 
ratio of two persons to every acre. Both 
islands are very productive, and with a ge­ 
nial climate all the year round the crops 
are very abundant. Jersey and Guernsey 
cattle are all imported from these islands, 
or are the descendants of imported stock. 
Each island possesses an entirely dis­ 
tinct breed 
of 
cattle, and 
it is 
the 
result 
of 
the 
greatest 
effort 
which 
retains each 
in its utmost 
purity. 
In 
twenty-four 
months 
it 
will have been one hundred years since a 
law was passed prohibiting the importa­ 
tion of any other breed into the island of 
Jersey, so thus for a whole century the 
farmers have there been breeding "these 
animals as a distinct race, and as a result 
we find the Jersey of to-day a thorough­ 
bred dairy animal, combining beauty of 
form and color with the highest excellence 
as a butter yielder. The well-known ex­ 
cellent quality of their butter and its su­ 
perior quantity to a given amount of cream 
is due to this fact of line breeding, to pro­ 
duce an animal which would supply the 
needs of a small hut thickly populated 
country. YY’hat has been said of the Jer­ 
seys is equally applicable to the Guernsey 
stock. 
Many people are loth to keep a cow, be­ 
cause, as they think, they have no room 
for so large an animal. This is an erroneous 
impression, for if a person has room for a 
sued they have room for a cow in it ithaving 
been established beyond question that a 
cow is one of the animais that does not 
need exercise to stimulate digestion. In 
the large dairy districts of France and 
Lombardy cows never leave ttaair stalls, but 
are kept tied up the year round, and their 
food taken to them. The Jersey is partic­ 
ularly adapted so such treatment, for she 
is never allowed to range in pastures on 
her native island, but is tethered, and 
changed but twice a day, getting compara­ 
tively no exercise, and needinc none; thus 
the food which she eats, instead of going to 
supply waste of tissue caused by exercise, 
stimulates the milk-secreting glands, and 
increases the flow and quality. 
Again, a Jersey, from her smaller size, 
consumes less. Twenty-five pounds of hay 
at 12J cents and I2J cents’ worth of barley 
or meal will feed one of these cows during 
one day that will yield one pound 
of butter daily, worth 50 cents, and 
keep a small family in cream and 
milk besides. YVith these figures a person 
need not be much of a mathamatician tu 
see that there is great bénetit and profit in 
keeping a Jersey, beyond having pure milk 
and cream. No cattle in the world are 
more quiet, gentle, hardy, prolific or long- 
lived. They are more persistent milkers 
than any breed, ami seldom go dry for 
more than six weeks. Many instances 
are on record of cows giving half a dozen 
calves in as many years without ever ceas­ 
ing to give a good yield of milk. It is with 
the object of fostering the dairy industry 
and of supplying the constantly increasing 
demand for such cattle, that progressive, 
energetic men are devoting their experi­ 
ence. time and money to produce these an­ 
imals in their purity, and at the head of 
those on the Pacific coast stands Henry 
Pierce, of San Francisco, proprietor of the 
YERBA BUENA HEED 
Of Jerseys and Guernseys. Y'erba Buena 
ranch is situated in Santa Clara county, 
near San Jose, and its herd numbers more 
of these animals than any west of the Mis­ 
sissippi river. The Jerseys are all recorded 
in the American Jersey Cattle Club of New 
York, the only universally recognized Jer­ 
sey herd-book published in America. This 
club gives this year to every State in the 
Union, a $100 prize for the best A. J. C. C. 


herd. The Guernseys are all recorded in the 
American Guernsey Club of Connecticut,the 
only Guernsey record in America. Mr. 
Pierce, who shows his cattle only every 
other year, has both herds now on'exhibi­ 
tion at the Paik. He was here last in 1885 
when his Jerseys took 12 class prizes, all 
the herd prizes, snd with Jack Low and 
three of his calves he carried off the sweep­ 
stakes for best bull of any age or breed. 
The same year this herd won all the 
class prizes entered for at Oakland, and 
both herd prizes, Jersey, Ayrshire and 
Devon herds competing. " 
For twelve years Mr. Pierce has given 
his personal attention to the care and 
breeding of bis auinials, and all are either 
jarefullv selected importations from the 
choiccsf stock on the islands or bred by 
him from the best blood to be found in the 
United States. They are direct descendants 
of the famous “ Jersey Belle of Scituate,” 
(that gave 25 pounds 3 ounces of butter in 
one week and over 700 pounds in one year), 
and all the noted families in America, such 
as the “ Coomassies,” “ Victor Hugo,” and 
“ St. Lamberts,” and “ Farmer Glorys.” 
Every visitor to the fair should take time 
to critically examine these herds, and he 
who leaves the Park without having done 
so, has missed an opportunity seldom pre­ 
sented, and passed one of the chief attrac­ 
tions ever on the grounds. 
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IN THE JINGLES. 
\ Two Mouths* Hunt in the Forests of 
Brazil. 
Clarence B. Riker, of >South < frange, a 
member of the American Ornithological 
Society, has just returned from two months 
of hug and bird hunting in the forests of 
Brazil. 
“ My wife and I.” said Mr. Riker to a 
rejiorter, “ went by steamer from Itere to 
Para, at the mouth of the Amazon. There 
we changed to a smaller steamboat that 
took us up the river five hundred miles to 
Santarem. There we took canoes and were 
paddled by Indian hoys through miles of 
narrow channels that wind in and out 
through avast region of flooded forest. Af­ 
ter we had gone as far as we could in 
canoes, an ox-cart was backed hub deep 
into the water, and we transferred our­ 
selves and baggage to it. We then rode 
along well-beaten paths extending for 
miles through magnificent timber. The 
dense foliage made a perfect shade, and 
the paths were as hard as onr roads. When 
we arrived at the plantation which we had 
decided to make our headquarters, we 
found a comfortable house with concrete 
walls, a tiled roof and hammock beds. The 
planters have fowls, swine and cattle, and 
raise the principal vegetables and fruits 
that we have, and the seeds of the palm 
tree tire made into various nourishing 
dishes. One of the staple articles ot* food 
is a fish called pirarueu. 
It is dried for 
market and resembles codfish. The na­ 
tives live almost entirely on bananas and 
fainha, a coarse meal made from the man­ 
dioca root. 
Many 
of the 
planters 
raise sugar-cane, and from it make 
whisky 
to 
supply 
the 
rubber 
gatherers. The fermented juice of the 
palm is another drink used by the natives 
and a delicious wine is made from a fruit 
called caju, and also from juice extracted 
from the pulp surrounding the cocoa bean. 
This drink is universally likeil by foreign­ 
ers, but for the other-; one must acquire a 
taste. There are very few mosquitoes, hut 
there are some things worse. The mocoene, 
an almost microscopic insect, clings to the 
flesh, and if not removed by rum or lemon- 
juice causes severe irritation. Large vam­ 
pire hats often fly in one’s face at night. 
They are four times the size of our hats. 
Many natives bear scars from their teeth. 
Tarantulas were frequently seen on the 
veranda and sometimes in tlie house. 
Their bite is not considered deadly, hut 
the minute hairs with which their barb is 
covered are poisonous and cause terrible 
irritation. If we left the doors of the 
house open at night large toads weighing a 
pound and a half apiece would hop in. 
One night rov wife was awakened by hear­ 
ing some animal moving in the room. 
YV’e could see nothing, but from the sound 
we were sure it must be a tiger, or at least 
a wildcat. On striking a liglit it turned 
out to be a ’possum. Alligators were 
plentiful in the brook near the house, and 
a deadly snake called the siracucu is fre­ 
quently found crouching in the paths of 
the forest. YVe captured a i>oa constrictor 
twenty-two feet long. Rattlesnakes are 
numerous on the campos or open plains. 
Leaving my wife at the plantation 
I 
made 
excursions into 
the forest 
in 
search of birds and insects. 
I 
generally went with three or four other 
Americans and several Indian guides. At 
night the Indians would make a thatched 
house out of palm leaves. When thirsty 
we would cut the root of the tapereba, 
which is hollow and contains nearly a pint 
of water. Game was plenty. There were 
wild hogs, tapirs, monkeys, wild turkeys, 
peccaries, and a great variety of birds. We 
frequently saw the tracks of jaguars near 
our hut, but did not meet any of them. To 
obtain some rare specimens of birds we 
penetrated far into the depth of the forest. 
I measured one palm leaf and found it to 
be forty feet in length. There were rose­ 
wood. mahogany and many woods not 
found elsewhere. In the flooded districts 
1 saw sloths hanging upside down and 
feeding on the leaves of the trees. Nu­ 
merous butterflies, brightly colored, and 
birds with brilliant plumage aliound. And 
on the hanks of the rivers at evening I saw 
thousands of white egres. 1 was very suc­ 
cessful in collecting, as I brought back 
over three hundred birds, tun thousand 
insects and tlie skeletons of ant-eaters, 
sloths, American tigers, serpents and many 
other animals. I obtained a bow and five 
arrows captured in a fight between rttbber- 
packers and a tribe of Parintintin Indians, 
who had attacked them. These Indians 
are perfectly wild, and live in the deep 
recesses of the forest. They are cannibals. 
1 also brought home a young tiger. Its 
mother was shot while feeding on an ox 
which she had killed. To keep tlie tiger 
company I brought a large contia. or spider 
monkey. He was caught when young, and 
is now entirely domesticated.”

The patient was then woke up bv 
the magnetizer blowing in his face, anil 
though he is no longer in his presence it is 
affirmed that he cannot carry a glass of 
wine to his lips. If the glass is filled with 
beer, water, or anything else, his arm wiil 
obey him, and take it to his mouth, but if 
it contains wine his muscles are paralyzed.
